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Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Association 


CONSTITUTION 

Section 1—Title 

This Association shall consist of all its 
members. It shall be called “The Saskatche¬ 
wan Graiti Growers’ Association.” 

The following shall be, until amended as 
hereinafter provided for, its Constitution and 
Bylaws. 

Section 2—Interpretation 

In this Constitution and Bylaws, unless the 
context otherwise requires, the expression: 

1. “The Association” shall mean The Sas 
katchewan Grain Growers’ Association. 

2. “The Central” shall mean the Central 
Association as provided for under Section 5. 

3. “The Central Board” shall mean the 
Board of Directors of the Association. 

4. “The Executive” shall mean the Execu¬ 
tive of the Association. 

5. “The Central Secretary” shall mean the 
Secretary of the Association. 

6. “Local” shall mean a Local Association 
as provided for under Section 12. 

7. “ Local Secretary” shall mean the Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer of a Local Association or of 
an Affiliated Local. 

8. “Convention” shall mean a meeting of 
the Association as provided for in Section 5. 

Section 3— Objects of the Association 

The objects of the Association shall be: 

1. To forward the interests of the farmers 
in any honorable and legitimate way. 
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2. To watch legislation relating to their in¬ 
terests and to suggest to .parliament or the 
legislature from time to time the enactment 
of such legislation as may be decided by a 
Convention or the Centra! Board. 

3. To carry on any business and to exercise 
any power of trade as the Executive may 
deem advisable, when authorized by Act of 
the Legislature or Parliament. 

Section 4—Membership 

1. Membership in the Association may be 
had in any of the following ways by residents 
of the Province of Saskatchewan: 

(a) By becoming a life member as provided 
herein. 

( b ) By becoming an affiliate member as 
provided herein. 

( c ) By becoming a member of a Local as 
provided herein. 

2. Any person may become a life member 
by paying to the Central Association a life 
membership fee of Twelve Dollars or by such 
other means as the Convention or the Central 
Board may decide. 

3. A person may become an affiliate mem¬ 
ber by being a member of a body which 
has become affiliated with the Association as 
provided for in Section 17. 

4. Any person may become a member of a 
Local by a vote of a majority of the members 
present at any regular meeting of the Local. 
Such voting may be by ballot or by open 
show of hands as the meeting by resolution 
may decide. 
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Section 5—Central Association 

There shall be no meetings of all the mem¬ 
bers of the Association. At least once a year 
and at such other times as the Central Board 
or the Executive may decide, a Convention 
of the Officers of the Association and dele¬ 
gates elected as hereinafter provided shall be 
held. The Convention shall have full power 
and authority to exercise all the powers of 
and to govern the Association. The said 
delegates and officers shall be styled “The 
Central Association.” 

Section 6—Central Board 

1. The Association shall have a President, 
a Vice-President, Five Directors, and one Dis¬ 
trict Director from each organization district 
as hereinafter provided for. These together 
shall be the Board of Directors of the As¬ 
sociation. 

2. A meeting of the Central Board may be 
called at any time by the President, the Ex¬ 
ecutive or a majority of the members of the 
Board, by mailing to each member thereof by 
registered letter at least two weeks prior

Section 4 —Sub-Section 5 

Any member of a Local may be expelled 
from membership, by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present at any regular meeting 
of the Local, provided that notice of motion 
has been given at previous meeting. 
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Section 5—Central Association 

There shall be no meetings of all the menr- 
bers of the Association. At least once a year 
and at such other times as the Central Board 
or the Executive may decide, a Convention 
of the Officers of the Association and dele¬ 
gates elected as hereinafter provided shall be 
held. The Convention shall have full power 
and authority to exercise all the powers of 
and to govern the Association. The said 
delegates and officers shall be styled “The 
Central Association.” 

Section 6—Central Board 

1. The Association shall have a President, 
a Vice-President, Five Directors, and one Dis¬ 
trict Director from each organization district 
as hereinafter provided for. These together 
shall be the Board of Directors of the As¬ 
sociation. 

2. A meeting of the Central Board may be 
called at any time by the President, the Ex¬ 
ecutive or a majority of the members of the 
Board, by mailing to each member thereof by 
registered letter at least two weeks prior 
thereto, a notice stating the time and place 
thereof. 

3. The Central Board shall meet imme¬ 
diately following the Annual Convention and 
elect from amongst its members four whom 
together with the President and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent shall form the Executive o-f the Asso¬ 
ciation. 
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Section 7—Meetings of the Executive 

1. Meetings of the Executive shall be held 
as often as the business of the Association 
shall require, at least once every three months, 
and shall be called by the President or the 
Managing Director. 

2. A special meeting of the Executive may 
be called at the instance of any two members 
thereof provided they request the President 
in writing to call such meeting and also state 
the business to 'be brought before the Ex¬ 
ecutive. 

3. Any four members shall constitute a 
quorum at all meetmgs of the Executive, and 
a majority vote of the members present shall 
decide all questions. 

4. The office of a member of the Executive 
shall, ipso facto , be vacated by death, insol¬ 
vency, or conviction for any offence under the 
Criminal Code. 

Section 8—Powers of the Executive 

1. The Executive shall have power to fill 
any vacancy which may occur in the Executive 
or the Central Board, and the person ap¬ 
pointed shall hold office until the next Con¬ 
vention. 

2. The Executive may make rules and reg¬ 
ulations for the proper management of the 
Association’s affairs and business as it may 
deem expedient, not inconsistent with this 
constitution, and amend or repeal the same, 
and may from time to time delegate such 
powers and duties to Local Boards as it may 
deem advisable. 
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3. The Executive shall appoint and fix the 
remuneration of a Secretary and a Treasurer, 
wno may or may not be Directors, and a Man¬ 
aging Director and delegate to each such 
duties and powers as it may see fit, not incon¬ 
sistent with this Constitution and Bylaws; 
provided that it shall be competent for one 
person to hold any two or all of these offices. 

4. The Executive may from time to time 
appoint a Managing Director of the Associa¬ 
tion, either for a fixed term or without any 
limitation as to the period for which he shall 
hold office at such remuneration as may be 
agreed upon, and entrust to and confer upon 
him as they may see fit. any of the powers 
exercisable by the Executive. 

Section 9—Conventions 

1. Conventions of the Central shall be held 
annually, not later than February 28th, at 
such place as shall be decided upon by the 
Central Board. 

2. The Annual Convention shall e'ect a 
President, a Vice-President, Five Directors 
and the District Directors. 

3. Other Conventions may be called by 
the Central Board for the transaction of 
special business at such time and place as 
the Board may decide. 

4. Conventions shall be called by written 
notice mailed to each Local Secretary under 
the name and address recorded in the books 
of the Treasurer at least three weeks prior 
to such meeting, stating the time and place 
thereof. Notices of soecial Conventions shall 
state the special business. 
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5. The financial year of the Association 
shall be from January 1st to December 31st 
in each year. 

6. The Executive shall meet prior to the 
Convention to deal with resolutions intended 
to be submitted to the Annual Meeting, and 
it shall have the power to recommend that 
priority be given in the Convention to such 
resolutions as were in the hands of the Cen¬ 
tral Secretary thirty days bciore the meeting. 

7. Railway fares of all delegates to a 
Convention of the Central from points repre¬ 
sented shall be pooled, and each Local shall 
be responsible for any shortage incurred by 
the failure of its delegate or delegates to pay 
their allotted portion of the pool. 

Section 10— Duties of Officers 
President 

1. The President shall be, ex-officio, a 
member of all committees. He shall also 
submit or cause to be submitted to the Annual 
Convention of the Association the Directors’ 
Report of the affairs of the Association. He 
shall when present preside at all meetings of 
the Central, the Central Board and the Ex¬ 
ecutive. In case of the absence of the Pre¬ 
sident or his inability to act, his duties shall 
be discharged by the Vice-President, and in 
case of the office of President becoming va¬ 
cant, the Vice-President shall be President 
until the next Convention. 

Secretary 

2. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
attend all meetings of the Association, the 
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Board of Directors and the Executive, and to 
keep correct minutes of the same. 

3. He shall have charge of the seal of the 
Association, which shall, whenever used, be 
authenticated by his signature. In. case of 
his absence these duties shall be discharged 
by such officer or officers as may be appointed 
by the Executive. 

4. The Secretary shall have charge of the 
correspondence of the Association, relating 
to all matters as aforesaid. He shall cause 
the Treasurer’s statement of the Association s 
financial position to be presented to the An¬ 
nual Meeting. 

5. He shall perform all such other duties 
as the Executive may determine. 

Treasurer 

6. The Treasurer shall receive all monies 
paid to the Association, and shall be respon¬ 
sible for the deposit of the same in whatever 
bank the Executive may order. He shall pro¬ 
perly account the funds of the Association, 
and keep such books as he may be directed. 

7. He shall present a full detailed account 
or receipts and disbursements to the Board, 
the Executive or the Managing Director, when¬ 
ever requested by any of them, and shall 
prepare for submission to the Annual Con¬ 
vention a statement duly audited by a char¬ 
tered accountant of the financial position of 
the Association, and submit a oopy of the 
same to the Secretary. 

8. He shall perform all such other duties 
as the Executive may determine. 
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Bonds 

9. The Secretary, the Treasurer and the 
Managing Director shall enter into a bond at 
the evpense of the Association with such 
security as the Executive shall approve. 

Section 11—Organization District 

1. The Executive may create within the 
Province such Organization Districts as it 
may deem expedient for the carrying on of 
organization work of the Association, and the 
selecting of nominees for District Director. It 
may increase or reduce the same in number, 
and alter the number or the boundaries of 
each as it may see fit. 

2. Provided that no District shall be cre¬ 
ated with less than twenty Locals and affil¬ 
iated Locals. 

3. Each District may hold an Annual Meet¬ 
ing prior to the Convention at such time and 
place as the Executive may decide, such meet¬ 
ing to be made no of delegates duly elected 
thereto as provided for in Section 13. and 
such members of the Executive as may be in 
attendance. 

4. Each District Annual Meeting may select 
by ballot one of its members to be its nomi¬ 
nee at the Convention for District Director. It 
may select a second choice who shall be its 
nominee in case the original nominee should 
ibe disqualified, or should not be acceptable 
to the Convention, or should be elected to 
another ofTce by the Convention. 

5. The said District Meeting shall be con¬ 
vened on notice from the Central Secretary 
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to the Local Secretaries given in the same 
manner as is required for a Convention of 
the Association. 

6. The said District meeting may elect a 
Secretary and such other officers as it may 
see fit for the carrying on of organization 
work under its District Director. 

Section 12— Local Associations 

1. Any five or more persons residing in the 
same locality, may request the Central Ex¬ 
ecutive to create a Local Association for the 
said locality, and the Executive on such re¬ 
quest—or without request—may establish a 
Local for any locality. 

2. A membership fee of $1.00 per annum 
shall be paid by each member to the Secretary 
of the Local to which such member belongs. 
The Local shall for each of its members pay 
to the Central annually a membership fee of 
EOc. It shall not be required to pay to the 
Central anything for such of its members as 
are life members of the Association. A life 
member may become a member of a Local 
by paying 50c. per annum to the Local Sec¬ 
retary. 

3. The Local shall make payment of all 
membership fees owing to the Central prompt¬ 
ly and at least once every three months. 

Section 13— Government of Locals 

1. Each Local may hold meetings at the 
call of the President or the Secretary-Treas¬ 
urer and shall hold an Annual Meeting of the 
members not later than January 15th. This 
meeting shall elect a President, a Vice-Presi¬ 
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dent and three or more Directors, who shall 
hold offce until their successors have been 
appointed. These together shall form the 
Local Board. This meeting shall also elect 
an Auditor. 

2. Notice shall be given of the Annual 
Meeting and of any special meeting or of any 
meeting of the Local Board by mailing at 
least ten days previous thereto to each mem- 
iber a notice naming the time and iplace 
thereof. 

3. Locals may appoint delegates as repre¬ 
sentatives to the Convention and District 
meetings. Each Local may elect delegates in 
the proportion of one for each ten members 
or major portion thereof. For the Conven¬ 
tion the number of members as recorded with 
the Central Secretary on or before the 31st 
December last preceding shall govern, and 
for the District meeting the number of mem¬ 
bers recorded 30 days before the District 
meeting. A delegate must be a member of 
the Local appointing him. 

4. Locals in arrears for fees for more than 
30 days after due demand made therefor un¬ 
der the direction of the Executive with a notice 
of intention to suspend unless paid within the 
said time may be suspended by resolution of 
the Executive and from and after such sus¬ 
pension until reinstated by resolution of the 
Executive shall not be entitled to representa¬ 
tion at the Convention or District meetings or 
to standing as a Local of the Association. 

5. The Board of the Local shall meet as 
soon as possible after the Annual Meeting, 
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and appoint a Secretary-Treasurer, who shall 
hold office until his successor has been ap¬ 
pointed. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Local Secre¬ 
tary to attend all meetings of the Local and 
the Local Board, and to keep correct minutes 
of the same; he shall conduct all correspon¬ 
dence, issue all press and other reports, and 
prepare for publication the annual report. As 
Treasurer he shall receive and account for all 
monies received by the Local and pay all bills 
and accounts that have been aoproved by the 
Local Board. 

7. By virtue of his office he shall be a 
member of each committee appointed. Be¬ 
fore entering upon the duties of his office 
he shall enter into a bond with security when 
required, which shall be approved by the 
Executive. 

8. The President shall preside at all meet¬ 
ings of the Local and the Local Board. In 
his absence or inability to act his duties shall 
be discharged by the Vice-President. 

Section 14—Women's Section 

1. Women shall have the same standing in 
the Association as men. 

2. It shall be competent for any five or 
more women who are members of a Local to 
form themselves into a Women’s Section of 
the Local for the purpose of discussing ways 
and means for dealing with women’s ques¬ 
tions and work. Such section when formed 
shall be termed a Women’s Section and shall 
be governed toy this Constitution and Bylaws. 
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3. At the Annual Convention the women 
de'egates may meet in the general meeting or 
separately a? !bev see fit. In seoarate meet¬ 
ing they may discuss any auestion or matter 
not inconsistent with the objects of the As¬ 
sociation as set forth in Section 3 hereof, 
but it shall not be competent for them to 
petition Parliament or the Legislature on any 
matter independently of the Central. 

4. Such separate meeting may be called 
the Women’s Sectrnn and it shall have power 
to elect a Board comoosed of such officers as 
it may see fit. This Board shall have esDecial 
charge of such branches of the Association’s 
work as relate especially to women and 
children. 

Section 15—Life Membership 

1. Life membership fees received on or 
before the 15th day of February A. D. 1915 
shall be held and retained upon the trusts un¬ 
der which the same were received and paid 
into the Life Membership Fund, and shall be 
under the control and management of three 
trustees aonointed by and holding o w re dur¬ 
ing the pleasure of the Board of Directors 
who shall fix their remuneration. 

2. A special account to be known as The 
Trust Fund of the Saskatchewan Crain 
Growers’ Association, shall be kept in ^ a 
chartered bank, and the sa : d fund and monies 
deposited thereto, may be withdrawn only 
on the order of the Trustees for investment. 

3. The said funds may be invested by the 
Trustees in first mortgages on improved farm 
lands not exceeding 40 ,per cent, of valuation. 
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The interest only of the fund shall be paid 
into the general revenue of the Central As¬ 
sociation. The trustees shall give se.curity by 
bonds satisfactory to the Executive, they 
shall present annually to the Directors a re¬ 
port of the fund showing the amount thereof, 
the expenses and the net revenue, and the 
Directors shall include the sa : d report in 
their annual report to the Association. 

4. The Trustees may elect a Chairman and 
Secretary-Treasurer from among themselves 
and may confer on the said Chairman and 
Secretary power to endorse Bids of Exchange 
and Cheques for deposit and sign and exe¬ 
cute Bills of Exchange and Cheques for and 
on behalf of the Trustees and authorize the 
said Chairman and Secretary-Treasurer to 
release or discharge any security held by the 
said Trustees. 

5. The Trustees may use the said funds in 
assisting the Association to acquire by pur¬ 
chase, erection or otherwise permanent busi¬ 
ness offces and premises by way of loan, or 
invest the said funds in the acquisition or 
erection of such offices or premises. 

6. Life Membership fees shall after the 
fifteenth day of February A.D. 1915 be un¬ 
der the control and management of the Ex¬ 
ecutive, and the Executive may from time to 
time direct that the whole of the said fees, 
or such portion thereof as may seem to them 
expedient, be paid into the General Funds of 
the Association, or may create a Reserve 
Fund for acquiring or erecting an Association 
Building, or for any legitimate purpose of the 
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Association, or may direct the same or any 
portion thereof to be paid into the Life Mem¬ 
bership Trust Fund for investment as afore¬ 
said. 

Section 16—Life Members May Organize 

In case the Local in any district disorgan¬ 
izes or fails to appoint delegates to the An¬ 
nual Convention, the Life Members residing 
in the district may appoint delegates in such 
manner as the Executive shall, from time to 
time direct, and if all the Locals disorganize, 
the Life Members shall be organized by the 
direction of the Executive for the appoint¬ 
ment of delegates and the carrying on of the 
objects of the Association. 

Section 17—Affiliate Membership 

1. Any Agricultural Society, Agricultural 
Co-Operative Association, or Farmers’ Com* 
pany in Saskatchewan may, at the discretion 
of the Executive, become affiliated with the 
Association by paying to the Association an 
annual membership fee of 50c. for each of 
its members except such as are Life Members 
of the association. 

2. Each affiliated body shall be entitled to 
send delegates to the Convention and District 
Meetings in the same proportion to its mem¬ 
bership and under the same regulations as a 
Local may, as provided under Section 13, sub¬ 
section 3, provided that such affiliate body is 
not in arrears to the Central. 

Section 18— Elections 

1. Any member of the Association in good 
standing shall be eligible to be elected to any 
office. 
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2. Except where otherwise provided, every 
Officer and Director shall hold office until his 
successor has been appointed. 

3. Candidates for office in the Central shall 
be nominated openly at the Annual Meeting 
and shall be elected by ballot. 

4. Voting by "roxy shall not be allowed. 

5. A majority vote shall decide all ques¬ 
tions. 

6. Any ballots for the election of Directors 
not containing votes to the exact number of 
Directors to be elected shall be declared, 
spoiled. 

7. Scrutineers to take the ballot at any 
election or on any vote m>a ybe s>- ointcd by 
the chairman. Any duly qualified member or 
delegate not a candidate may be apoointed a 
scrutineer. Scrutineers cn election of officers 
shall not report the number of votes cast for 
each candidate, unless the meeting shall 
otherwise decide. 

Section 19—Procedure at Meetings 

1. The President of the Association or of a 
Local shall if present be the presiding officer 
at all meetings. 

2. He shall not vote on any question except 
in the case of a tie when he shall have the 
deciding or casting vote. 

3. Delegates to the Central or to a District 
Meeting shall present to the Secretary thereof 
in such form as shall be decided by the Exe¬ 
cutive, credentials duly signed by the Local 
Secretary before being permitted to take part 
in the business of the meeting. 
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4. At District Meetings the District Direc¬ 
tor for the District in which such meeting is 
held, shall, if present, be the presiding officer. 

Section 20 — Constitutional Amendments 

1. Amendments to the Constitution may be 
made at any Convention of the Association 
dn the manner following: 

(a) Notice of Motion shall be given in the 
Convention at least the day prior to that on 
which the final vote is taken. 

(b) A vote of not less than two-thirds of the 
members voting shall be required to carry the 
motion. 

2. Any Local desiring to introduce at a 
Convention a resolution to amend the Con¬ 
stitution may submit a draft thereof to the 
Central Secretary, thirty days prior to the 
date of such meeting, and the Secretary shall, 
if deemed advisable by the Executive, com¬ 
municate the same by letter to each Local 
Secretary. 

Section 21— Miscellaneous 

1. It shall be the duty of each officer and 
delegate to support at all times the ruling of 
the majority, his own opinion to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

2. No one shall disclose motions, ruling, 
names of movers or seconders, etc., providing 
the meeting rules that such data shall not be 
made public, nor shall any Director, District 
Director or officer except the Managing Direc¬ 
tor, furnish reports of meetings or proceedings 
-for publication. 
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3. No officer of the Association or cf any 
division thereof may use his title as an officer 
while engaged in any partizan political cam¬ 
paign, in electioneering, in working for or in 
support of any candidate for office, or while 
engaged in any business or commercial un¬ 
dertaking outside of the Association unless 
authorized by the Central Board. 

4. Nor shall any officer, Director or District 
Director publish or cause to be oublished any 
article in any newspaper or periodical on any 
matter whatsoever under his name as such 
Officer, Director, or as an official of the Asso¬ 
ciation without first being authorized by the 
Executive. 

5. The person whose name is placed first 
on a committee shall be the convenor of that 
committee until a chairman has been elected. 

6. The accidental omission to give, or error 
in giving any notice calling any meeting, or 
the failure of any person or Local entitled 
thereto to receive the same, or of any dele¬ 
gate or delegates or Director or ofmal to 
attend any meeting or Convention shall not 
affect the validity of the said meeting or Con¬ 
vention or anything done or passed thereat. 
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BY-LAWS 

1. The following shall be the order of 
business of meetings of the Association: 

1— Reading minutes of previous meeting. 

2— Address and report of officers. 

3— Reports of committees. 

4— Unfinished business. 

5— New business. 

6— Addresses and discussions. 

7— Opening of question drawer. 

8— Election of officers. 

9— Adjournment. 

2. Except by permission of the presiding 
officer no member or other person shall 
speak except to ask a question or to intro¬ 
duce or speak to motion. 

3. In the discussions following the intro¬ 
duction of a subject no person shall speak 
more than twice or for a longer time than 
five minutes, except by a vote of the meeting. 

4. When a question is under considera¬ 
tion no motion shall be in order except the 
following:— (I) To adjourn; (2) to post¬ 
pone; (3) to amend. These motions take 
precedence in the order named, and the 
first two shall be decided without debate. 

5. Before the vote is taken on any motion 
or amendment, the President shall ask: “Is 
the meeting ready for the question?” The 
motion shall not be put so long as any 
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member desires to apeak and is in order. 
Any member desirous of asking a question on 
the subject introduced may do so verbally; 
but if he desires to ask more than two ques¬ 
tions. he must submit them to the Secretary 
in writing.
